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1 . The reply filed on 9-10-04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 

because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a) The reply filed 9-10-04 is improper under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 because 
specification amendments were made without the replacement paragraphs 
having the appropriate mark-ups to show the changes made relative to the 
immediate prior version. In the replacement paragraph for the paragraph that 
begins on page 11, line 19, lines 6-7 of this replacement paragraph state 
"...transmitted to the stepper memory 123 at step 406." However, in the original 
specification, this same portion indicated "...stored at the stepper memory 123 
at step 406." Thus, an amendment was made here without the markings to show 
that "stored at" was deleted and the markings to show the addition of "transmitted 
to". In addition, the last sentence of this replacement paragraph states "The 
stepper location array... is also transmitted to the scanner memory... by means 
known in the art at step 41 1 ." However, this sentence at the end of this 
paragraph was not in the original corresponding paragraph in the original 
specification and there is no underlining to show that this subject matter is being 
added . In addition, there does not appear to be a "step 41 1" in either the 
drawings or the specification. The same type of problem also occurs in the 
replacement paragraph for page 14, line 15. The last sentence of this 
replacement paragraph states "The stepper location array... is also transmitted to 
the scanner memory... by means known in the art at step 811.". However, this 
sentence at the end of this paragraph was not in the original corresponding 
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paragraph in the original specification and there is no underlining to show that 
this subject matter is being added. In addition, there does not appear to be a 
"step 81 1" in either the drawings or the specification. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

b) The specification amendments section of the reply has an amendment 
"Replace the paragraph beginning on page 12 at line 19..." however the original 
specification paragraph that corresponds to this is located at line 18 on page 12. 
The specification amendments section of the reply has an amendment "Replace 
the paragraph beginning on page 14 at line 15..." however the original 
specification paragraph that corresponds to this is located at line 14 on page 14. 
Appropriate correction is required.
